PURE BRED SIRE 
AREAS FOR SASKATCHEWAN 

An Act. has passed the Saskatche- 
wan Legislature providing that any 
Municipality by a petition of a major- 
‘ity of the. ratepayers can have the 
Municipality declared a. pure bred 
sire area for cattle, sheep and hogs. 
In effect this will mean that no one 
in the Municipality can own a scrub 
or grade sire.“

land not only ig. it illegal to own a 
scrub bull, but the pure bred bulls 
used must pass, inspection.
